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THE    MASSACHUSETTS    EMERGENCY    AND 
HYGIENE    ASSOCIATION. 


The  Seventeenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at  the 
house  of  Mrs.  K.  G.  Wells,  April  17.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  Dr. 
J.  J.  Minot,  Dr.  E.  G.  Cutler  presided.  The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
were  duly  elected  by  ballot,  after  the  records  of  the  last  annual  meeting  and 
the  reports  of  the  various  committees  had  been  read  and  approved.  These 
reports  are  now  printed  in  a  condensed  form. 


The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  presented  by  Mrs.  K.  G, 
Wells,  stated  that  emergency  lectures  had  been  given  by  Mr.  T.  J.  Browne 
to  the  Y,  M.  C.  A.,  of  Cambridge ;  and  by  Dr.  T.  L.  Jenkins,  of  Salera,  Dr. 
J.  A.  Cronin  and  Dr.  O.  H.  Marion,  of  Boston,  to  the  militia. 


Eight  Lectures  to  the  Police  were  given  at  Station  16  by  Dr.  Harry 
II.  Ilartung,  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  coming  from  the  different  stations 
in  the  city.  Owing  to  the  small  size  of  the  room,  Dr.  Ilartung  divided  the 
men  into  sections,  giving  to  each  four  lectures,  and  to  both  divisions  a 
written  examination,  so  that  he  spent  a  total  of  ten  evenings  with  the  police. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Lectures  to  the  Police,  Dr.  Francis 
D.  Donoghue,  is  preparing  a  full  report  on  the  subject  of  Improved  Ambu- 
lance Service,  which  will  give  the  conditions  prevailing  in  towns  and  cities 
of  the  State  in  regard  to  the  transportation  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  and 
will  suggest  methods  by  which  l)eneticial  changes  in  patrol  wagons  can  be 
effected  at  comparatively  slight  cost. 


The  Report  of  the  Work  at  Charlesbank  showed  a  gain  in  every 
way  over  that  of  ISDD.  The  total  attendance  in  the  gymnasium  from  May 
15  to  October  1  —  exclusive  of  many  days  when  it  was  closed  on  account  of 


the  extreme  heat  and  of  the  laying  of  a  cinder  track  and  the  putting  in  of 
tan  bark  —  was  32,959,  as  registered  by  the  turn-stile;  but  there  are  no 
registers  to  mark  accurately  the  number  of  women  and  children  using  the 
baths,  the  playroom,  the  sand  pens,  and  the  green,  which,  however,  is  esti- 
mated as  at  least  100,000.  There  were  five  regular  classes  in  gymnastics, 
ranging  in  age  from  five  to  sixty-five  years,  and  seven  classes  for  children  in 
other  occupations,  such  as  making  scrap-books,  picture  puzzles,  games,  sew- 
ing, reading  ("  Grimm's  Fairy  Tales"  was  the  favorite  book),  and  dancing 
once  a  week  to  the  music  of  a  hurdy-gurdy.  Miss  H.  S.  Cutler,  the  super- 
intendent, is  ingenious  in  her  devices  for  the  amusement  of  the  little  ones,  and 
is  firm  and  pleasant  in  her  discipline  and  very  watchful  and  skilful  in  her 
gymnastic  instruction.  The  experiment  of  eating  was  tried  last  summer  for 
the  first  time  at  Charlesbank,  and  though  in  the  beginning  the  paper  bag  or 
box  lunches  Avere  productive  of  genei'al  unsightliness  on  the  grass,  when,  later, 
eating  was  allowed  only  at  the  circular  bench  and  on  its  graveled  path,  the 
plan  worked  excellently  and  became  a  boon  to  mothers  and  children,  who 
soon  learned  to  be  proud  of  their  ability  to  keep  the  place  clean  and  neat. 

The  winter  classes  have  been  held  four  times  a  week  from  October  15 
to  April  15  for  women  and  girls  in  the  evening,  and  twnce  a  week  from  4  to 
6  P.  M.  for  children.  Miss  Cutler  having  the  sole  charge.  The  numbers 
steadily  increased  throughout  the  winter.  On  the  closing  night  two  silver 
medals  were  awarded  by  friends  for  the  best  all-round  work,  the  decision 
having  been  made  by  the  votes  of  the  pupils. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  to  Attendants  was 

read  by  Miss  Ida  Mason.  The  classes  had  again  had  the  benefit  of  the 
thorough  and  careful  teaching  of  Dr.  Anna  G.  Richardson  and  Miss  Isabel 
Strong,  save  during  the  absence  of  the  latter,  when  her  place  was  taken  by 
Miss  Luce,  a  graduate  of  the  City  Hospital  Training  School,  and  later  by 
Miss  Hall,  a  Waltham  Hospital  nurse.  The  only  change  in  the  course  has 
been  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  Dr.  Richardson's  lectures  from  two 
to  one  a  week,  thus  leaving  more  time  for  practical  teaching.  The  classes 
begin  in  the  middle  of  October  and  continue  until  the  middle  of  April,  each 
lasting  nine  weeks,  the  number  in  each  class  being  generally  limited  to 
twelve.  The  three  classes  of  this  season  have  been  full,  and  nine  applicants 
have  already  been  accepted  for  next  October,  yet  nothing  has  been  spent  in 
advertising.  The  receipts  have  increased,  over  $150  having  been  cleared, 
most  of  this  coming  from  tuition  fees,  but  we  also  received  one  donation  of 
112.50,  and  the  proceeds  of  lectures  given  at  the  School  of  Housekeeping. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  James  M.  Jackson,  Dr.  Walter  E.  Bailey,  and 
Dr.  William  R.  May,  who  have  examined  some  of  the  classes,  and  to  the 
physicians  of  the  Associated  Charities  and  District  Nursing  Associations, 
who  have  sent  us  cases.  Pupils  have  been  kept  unusually  busy  and  have 
given  satisfaction,  all  of  our  graduates  are  apparently  well  employed,  and 
we  often  hear  enthusiastic  reports  of  them. 

Dr.  Richardson  and  Miss  Strong  have  each  given  five  lectures  at  the 
School  of  Housekeeping,  and  Miss  Strong  three  lectures  to  a  club  in 
Cambridge. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Playgrounds  for  1900  was  given 
by  Miss  Ellen  M,  Tower,  chairman.  In  the  summer  of  1900  your  Com- 
mittee maintained  21  school  yard  playgrounds,  and  entertained  each  day,  for 
nearly  ten  weeks,  4,390  children,  at  a  cost  of  $4,280.78.  This  was  an  increase 
of  273  over  the  average  daily  attendance  of  1899,  and  the  amount  expended 
was  1146  less.  Of  this  money,  13,000  was  granted  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Boston  ;  the  remainder,  $1,280.76,  Avas  subscribed  by  friends  and

members  of  the  Association.  Sixty- four  people,  besides  the  Committee,  were 
emploj'ed  in  caring  for  the  children,  and  $3,187.22  was  spent  in  payment  of 
their  salaries. 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  the  work  in  1900  was  the  continuance  of 
the  experiment  of  providing  games,  athletic  exercises,  and  instruction  in  the 
yards,  for  boys  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  fifteen.  Two  excellent  young 
masters,  Mr.  Cross  and  Mr.  Bennett,  were  in  charge  at  the  Dearborn,  Wait, 
and  Lyman  Schools,  and  they  both  report  seriously  and  cautiously,  without 
a  trace  of  youthful  exaggeration,  that  they  achieved  a  moral  success.  The 
daily  attendance  ranged  from  37  at  L^aiian  yard  to  64  at  Dearborn,  and  to 
these  boys  a  new  vision  was  opened.  In  the  beginning  they  were  deceitful, 
distrustful,  and  selfish,  eager  to  win  a  victory  in  their  games  at  any  cost,  by 
any  means,  no  matter  how  unfair;  but  they  slowly  acquired  a  respect  for 
honest  methods  and  fair  play,  or  rather  a  knowledge  that  such  methods  are 
practised  by  honorable  men  and  are  an  evidence  of  strength,  not  weakness. 

At  Cyrus  Alger  and  Phillips  Street  School  two  young  men  aided  the 
matrons  by  looking  after  the  boys,  and  at  Hancock  and  Andrews  the  janitors 
were  employed  for  that  purpose.  During  the  coming  season,  if  sufficient 
money  is  subscribed,  the  experiment  will  be  continued  on  slightly  different 
lines. 

To  report  for  the  sand  gardens  is  to  repeat  the  tale  which  has  been  told 
for  so  many  years,  of  children  made  happy  and  contented  and  law-abiding 
for  at  least  three  hours  each  day  of  the  vacation.  They  sang  and  played 
games,  dug  in  the  sand,  worked  their  cards,  played  checkers,  ran  with  the 
express  wagons,  and  read  their  library  books  as  of  old.  The  matrons  were 
very  proud  of  the  fact  that  out  of  400  books  used  every  day  for  two  months 
by  4,390  children,  only  five  were  lost.  The  clay  modeling  interested  boys 
and  girls  equally,  and  now  and  then  a  boy  would  show  signs  of  artistic 
talent.  The  sewing  has  been  a  great  resource  this  year,  and  hundreds  of 
articles  have  been  put  together  by  busy  little  fingers. 

The  children  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  Waldo  Brothers  for  supplying  five 
yards  with  sand ;  to  Mrs.  C.  J.  Paine  for  an  excursion  into  the  country ;  to 
F,  A,  Foster  lK:  Co.,  Hovey  &  Co.,  and  Jordan  &  Marsh  for  generous  bundles 
of  stuffs,  which  made  their  sewing  a  delight ;  to  the  Flower  Mission  for  the 
weekly  gift  of  flowers;  and  to  many  friends  and  visitors,  who,  from  time  to 
time,  sent  presents  of  candies,  toys,  or  flowers ;  but  most  of  all  do  they  owe 
gratitude  to  the  superintendents  and  matrons,  who  gave  themselves  to  the 
work  in  a  way  which  no  money  can  repay. 


The  plans  for  the  summer  of  1901  will  differ  materially  from  those  of 
the  past  two  years.  Owing  to  the  constantly  growing  demands  upon  its 
resources,  the  School  Committee  is  unable  this  year  to  appropriate  money  for 
the  support  of  the  sand  gardens,  and  our  annual  petition  for  the  use  of  the 
school  yards  and  for  financial  aid  was  referred,  with  full  powers,  to  the  sub 
committee  on  vacation  schools.  This  committee  gave  a  hearing  to  one  of 
our  members,  who  urged  the  incorporation  of  the  two  branches  of  summer 
educational  work,  as  hitherto  carried  on — the  indoor  vacation  school  and 
the  outdoor  playground.  Later,  in  response,  the  vacation  school  committee 
stated  that,  as  they  had  been  allowed  but  a  limited  sum  of  money  for  the 
vacation  schools,  they  had  planned  at  best  to  maintain  but  four;  yet,  upon 
further  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  had  decided  to  open  one  less 
vacation  school,  and,  with  the  money  thus  set  free,  to  establish  four  school  yard 
playgrounds.  This  is  the  fullest  formal  recognition  by  the  School  Committee 
of  the  educational  value  of  playgrounds,  and  we  hope  it  is  the  dawning  of 
the  day  when  in  all  schoolhouses  in  the  crowded  districts  there  will  be  a 
combined  vacation  school  and  playground,  under  the  care  of  the  School 
Committee. 


Although  this  is  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction,  it  leaves  your  Play- 
ground Committee  financially  embarrassed  for  lack  of  the  83,000  which 
has  previously  been  granted  by  the  city  ;  therefore,  to  make  good  the  number 
of  last  year's  playgrounds  (*il),  the  Association  must  raise  money  enough  to 
support  seventeen  sand  gardens;  otherwise  there  Avill  be  a  host  of  disap- 
pointed children  next  summer  idling  in  the  streets  or  peering  through  the 
closed  gates  of  the  schoolhouse  yards.

The  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  April  6, 
at  the  home  of  Mrs.  K,  G.  Wells,  45  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Boston, 
Dr.  James  J.  Minot  presiding.  The  records  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were 
read  and  approved,  and  the  officers  were  duly  elected.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  reports  of  the  various  committees,  which  are  herein  condensed.  Judge 
Emmons,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  spoke  at  length 
on  the  work  of  the  Commission  and  on  the  duties  of  the  policemen.  "  We 
treat  our  officers  well,"  he  said,  "and  we  demand  in  return  that  they  shall 
do  their  full  duty.  We  always  expect  an  officer  to  tell  the  exact  truth 
when  he  goes  into  court.  We  are  trying  to  impress  on  the  men  that  we 
had  rather  that  they  would  lose  a  conviction  than  not  to  tell  the  truth. 
We  expect  that  they  will  all  be  honest  and  conscientious,  but  we  know  we 
have  men  who  are  not.  But  we  have  been  getting  after  them.  A  number 
of  those  who  drink  have  been  discharged." 

The  address  was  full  of  unique  interest  and  was  listened  to  with  closest 
attention,  as  the  work  of  the  harbor-master  and  the  equipment  of  his  depart- 
ment, the  examinations  of  candidates,  their  markings,  averages,  and  assign- 
ments were  described. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Lectures  to  Police  and  Firemen. 
Thomas  J.  Manahan,  M.  D.,  Chairman. 

The  course  was  given  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings  during  the 
months  of  December,  January,  and  February.  The  one  hundred  and  seven 
police  officers  receiving  instruction  were  divided  in  two  sections  and  attended 
the  lectures  on  alternating  Wednesday  evenings  at  Station  House  16.  Sixty- 
seven  firemen  received  instructions  in  two  sections  and  attended  the  lectures 
on  alternating  Friday  evenings  at  Engine  House  26.  At  the  end  of  the 
course  the  men  were  given  an  oral  examination.  Out  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy  men  examined,  there  were  only  three  failures.  The  examination 
showed  that  the  men  retained  the  practical  points  in  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment which  will  be  of  much  service  to  them  in  their  work. 

Your  Committee  received  the  hearty  cooperation  of  Executive  Officers 
of  both  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  in  arranging  and  carrying  out  the 
work.  The  lectures  were  given  as  follows:  two  by  Lincoln  Davis,  M.  D. ; 
two  each  by  H.  F.  Hartwell,  M.  D.,  and  by  K.  F.  O'Neil,  M.  D. ;  four  by 
Frederick  T.  Lord,  M.  D. ;  two  by  Thomas  J.  Manahan,  M.  D. 

The  Committee  held  two  meetings  in  December  and  formulated  the 
following  course  of  instruction  :

The  course  as  given  this  year  is  fairly  satisfactory.  A  much  more  valu- 
able course,  however,  could  be  given  by  dividing  the  men  receiving  the  in- 
struction into  smaller  sections.  J>y  this  method  the  men  would  receive 
more  detailed  instruction  in  the  api)licati<)n  of  a|)paratus  which  is  of  so  much 
service  in  the  first  aid  to  the  injured.  Under  the  present  conditions,  how- 
ever, the  Committee  does  not  think  that  such  an  arrangement  is  possible. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Playgrounds  for  1903. 

Miss  Ellen  M.  Tower,  Chairman. 

The  demand  for  outdoor  recreation  increases  each  year,  especially  for 
that  offered  by  sand  gardens  and  playgrounds  for  children.  It  would  seem 
that  the  many  opportunities  furnished  by  the  many  organizations  interested 
in  this  work,  including  the  School  Committee,  might  satisfy  this  demand. 
Perhaps  it  is  satisfied,  and  all  the  children  who  desire  the  refining  and  re- 
straining influences  of  playgrounds  are  provided  for,  but  there  are  still  thou- 
sands of  children  —  and  parents,  too  —  who  loiter  contentedly  in  the  street 
and  gutters  who  should  be  won  to  better  things.  Therefore  your  Committee 
will  again  appeal  to  the  public  for  money,  and  upon  the  amount  received 
will  depend  the  character  and  scope  of  their  efforts  for  the  coming  summer. 

During  the  season  of  1903  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hygiene 
Association  maintained  sand  gardens  in  nine  schoolhouse  yards,  having  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  1,953  children.  Seventeen  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  dollars  were  expended  for  salaries,  toys,  and  materials.  Your  super- 
intendent went  faithfully  from  one  yard  to  another  overlooking,  cheering 
and  comforting  the  twenty-seven  matrons  who  held  sway  over  the  1,953 
children.  It  was  a  troubled  summer.  The  wet  weather,  which  ruined  crops 
and  spoiled  so  many  outdoor  festivities,  interfered  with  the  affairs  of  the  sand 
gardens,  and  the  children  lost  the  habit  of  regular  attendance  through  no 
fault  of  their  own. 

Then  there  were  many  repairs  on  buildings  and  pavements,  and  children 
and  workmen  cannot  comfortably  occupy  the  same  space.  At  George  Street 
school  this  difticult  matter  was  almost  accomplished,  for  a  trench  was  dug 
through  the  yard  and  left  open  for  weeks,  but  so  eager  were  the  boys  and 
girls  for  the  privileges  of  the  sand  garden  that  they  played  around  it  safely 
and  happily  without  accident. 

The  patience  of  the  matrons  was  often  sorely  tried,  as,  for  instance,  at 
Phillips  Street  School,  when  on  the  day  before  the  party  to  which  four  hun- 
dred tickets  had  been  given  out  the  yard  was  invaded  by  mechanics  and  a 
blazing  asphalt  furnace.  The  children  had  no  party.  But  all  these  annoy- 
ances will  prove  to  be  blessings  this  summer  if  your  Committee  is  granted 
the  use  of  the  yards. 

The  duties  of  the  matrons  are  somewhat  arduous,  but  carry  their  own 
reward,  for — ^  given  pure  air  and  fairly  convenient  surroundings  —  the  per- 
sonality of  the  matron  is  the  important  factor  in  the  success  of  a  playground. 
The  old  games  and  simple  arts  of  sewing  and  knitting,  paper  folding  and 
card  work,  the  old  toys,  which  we  have  all  had,  and  which  these  children 
would  never  have  seen  or  enjoyed  but  for  the  sand  gardens,  were  the  source 
of  pleasure,  as  they  have  always  been.  After  sewing  cards,  express  wagons 
and  wheelbarrows  were  the  things  most  desired.  The  teacher  of  clay 
modeling  and  some  of  the  matrons  introduced  a  little  drawing  and  color 
work,  and  the  exhibitions  held  at  the  close  of  the  season  compared  favorably 
with  those  of  the  vacation  schools. 

The  new  feature  of  the  year  was  raffia  work.  Basket  making  was  too 
expensive  and  raffia  seemed  to  offer  many  of  the  charms  and  few  of  the  dis- 
advantages of  basketry.  It  is  better  adapted  to  clumsy  little  fingers,  and  the 
articles  made  are  small,  if  they  are  worthless,  and  the  materials  are  easily 
cared  for.     Hundreds  of  tiny  baskets  and  frames  and  other  foolish  things 
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were  woven  and  carried  home  by  the  children,  who  experienced  all  the  joy 
of  original  work. 

From  the  outset  the  matrons  have  been  required  to  keep  diaries  with  a 
view  to  gaining  from  them  information  and  suggestions  that  might  be  valu- 
able. This  year  they  chronicle  little  that  is  new,  but  mention  a  marked  im- 
provement in  several  ways,  notably  in  cleanliness.  After  the  ordeal  of  the 
opening  day  at  Phillips  Street,  the  first  entry  of  the  matron  was :  "  Truly 
the  work  is  great  —  also  the  need  of  soap  and  water."  One  visitor  impressed 
with  the  same  idea  offered  generous  prizes  to  be  given  to  the  cleanest  boys 
in  the  yard ;  the  contest  to  be  decided  by  a  system  of  marks.  The  competi- 
tion was  strong  and  the  prizes  we  trust  were  justly  awarded. 

After  years  of  acquaintance  with  people  whose  facilities  for  cleanliness 
are  limited  one  comes  to  adopt  their  standards,  or  rather  to  understand  their 
point  of  view.  A  glance  at  one's  own  hands  after  an  hour  in  a  playground 
makes  one  patient  with  blackened  fingers  where  "  the  black  won't  come  off, 
teacher." 

At  the  Adams  School  the  extreme  generosity  and  tenderness  of  the 
matrons  induced  a  like  spirit  in  the  children,  and  many  deeds  of  kindness 
were  wrought  by  the  children  under  their  influence.  In  one  case  the  older 
girls  felt  so  much  compassion  for  a  neglected  baby  that  was  brought  daily  to 
the  yard,  wearing  only  one  garment,  a  little  red  woolen  dress,  that  they  made 
for  it  an  entire  suit  of  clothes,  not  forgetting  a  jacket  and  bonnet.  The 
task  was  a  hard  one,  and  the  young  seamstresses  did  not  get  away  from  the 
yard  until  six  o'clock  on  the  day  it  was  finished. 

Parents  are  as  appreciative  and  grateful  as  they  have  always  been,  par- 
ticularly the  poor  women  who  go  out  to  work  in  the  morning  and  are  away 
all  day.  One  such  mother  sent  four  little  children  and  a  pug  dog  to  Sherwin 
School  every  day  last  summer. 

To  our  kind  friends  who  make  the  sand  gardens  possible,  the  Committee 
and  children  are  duly  grateful.  To  all  subscribers,  and  especially  to  those 
two  gracious  women  who  are  our  chief  reliance,  to  Messrs.  Waldo  for  their 
annual  gift  of  sand,  and  to  the  Flower  Missions  and  the  friends  who  have 
sent  flowers, —  which  give  more  pleasure  to  the  children  than  all  their  toys, — 
and  to  those  who  have  contributed  colored  papers  and  other  materials,  we 
extend  our  hearty  thanks.  The  problem  which  these  sand  gardens  have  to 
solve  in  connection  with  vacation  schools  and  other  playgrounds  is  how  to 
hold  the  astonishing  numbers  of  children  who  come  during  the  first  week  of 
a  session  and  then  disappear.  An  attendance  of  seven  hundred  fades  soon 
to  three  hundred  or  two  hundred  and  fifty.  The  disparity  between  the  reg- 
istration for  the  vacation  schools  and  the  actual  attendance  is  quite  as  large. 
Few  of  our  sand  gardens  can  accommodate  seven  hundred  children,  and  none 
of  them  are  provided  with  sufticient  matrons  or  toys,  but  provision  would  be 
made  if  needed.  Somehow  and  somewhere  this  shifting  horde  of  boys  and 
girls  should  be  cared  for  ;  they  are  now  a  menace  to  our  civilization.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Attendants.     1903-1904. 
James  J.  Minot,  M.  D.,  Chairman. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  year  ago  it  was  voted  that  the  actual 
teaching  of  the  attendants  should  be  handed  over  to  the  Vincent  Memorial 
Hospital,  your  Committee  to  retain  the  general  supervision  and  this  Associa- 
tion to  issue  the  diplomas,  as  before.  This  arrangement  seems  to  have 
worked  very  well  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  that  of  the  hospi- 
tal. The  pupils  are  received  into  the  hospital  in  small  groups,  the  course 
for  each  lasting  twelve  weeks,  as  before.  They  do  the  greater  part  of  the 
nursing  and  ward  work  at  the  hospital.  Their  time  at  the  hospital  is  spent 
as  follows : 

Four  weeks  in  the  general  wards. 

Two  weeks  in  the  diet  kitchen. 

Two  weeks  on  night  duty. 

Two  weeks  in  the  care  of  private  patients. 

Two  weeks  in  dispensary  work. 

Instruction  is  given  as  follows  : 

Twelve  lectures  by  the  physicians  of  the  hospital. 
Twelve  lectures  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 
Eight  practical  demonstrations  in  cooking  from  the  housekeeper. 
Eight  practical  lessons  in  bandaging. 

Thirty-two  practical  lessons  in  the  things  a  nurse  has  to  do  with 
her  hands,  given  by  the  superintendent  and  head  nurses. 

At  the  end  of  the  course  they  must  pass  an  examination  similar  to  that 
formerly  held  by  your  Committee,  and  indeed  a  number  of  these  examina- 
tions have  been  held  by  the  same  persons  as  before.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  course  as  now  given  at  the  Vincent  Memorial  Hospital  is  as  good  as, 
if  not  better  than,  the  course  your  Committee  gave,  and  at  the  hospital  there 
is  always  an  abundance  of  good  ca'^es  for  instruction,  while  before  the  supply 
was  uncertain,  difficult  to  obtain  and  often  unsatisfactory  for  proper 
instruction. 

During  the  year  twenty- seven  pupils  have  entered  the  school.  Of  these, 
six  are  still  in  the  school,  one  gave  up  the  course,  one  was  discharged, 
seventeen  have  graduated  and  been  given  diplomas,  after  taking  the  regular 
course,  and  two  were  private  pupils.  A  diploma  is  not  given  to  private 
pupils,  unless  they  have  done  all  the  work  recjuired  in  the  regular  course ; 
one  private  pupil  was  given  a  full  diploma  this  year. 

The  registry  for  the  attendants  has  been  moved  to  the  Vincent  Memorial 
Hospital.  Thirty-eight  attendants  —  twenty-seven  old  and  eleven  of  those 
graduating  this  year — have  registered.  Eighty-eight  cases  have  been  given 
them.  Of  the  reports,  returned  by  the  family  and  the  physician  after  the 
attendant  has  left  the  case,  three  have  been  unfavorable.  The  pay  received 
by  an  attendant  varies  with  her  experience  and  ability,  but  i''  less  than  that 
of  a  trained  nurse.  One  of  the  attendants,  however,  was  considered  so  good 
that  she  was  offered  a  position  with  a  salary  of  1^1, '200. 

It  has  been  decided  to  continue  the  same  arrangement  with  the  Vincent 
Memorial  Hospital  another  year. 
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The  Committee  on  Lectures  to  Mothers'  and  Girls'  Clubs. 
Laura  A.  C.  Hughes,  M.  D.,  Chairman. 

Its  work  was  successful  so  far  as  demand  for  lectures  was  concerned, 
but  the  Committee  was  not  able  to  answer  all  calls  made  on  them  for  the 
lectures  they  had  planned  to  give.  Two  talks  have  been  given  to  the 
Mothers'  Club  of  the  Moulton  Street  Primary  and  Kindergarten  Public 
School,  by  Deaconess  Betts  and  Dr.  Hughes ;  three  to  the  Mother's  Club 
of  St.  Elizabeth  (ruild,  by  Miss  Riddle  and  Dr.  Hughes.  The  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  found,  for  one  reason  or  other,  that  they  could  not 
serve  when  asked. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  there  was  more  demand  than  supply  for  these 
lectures  and  recommend  the  work  be  continued,  but  by  a  committee  who 
can  devote  more  time  to  it.  Wherever  the  lectures  have  been  given  there 
has  always  been  a  cry  for  more,  and  frequent  expression  that  much  good 
resulted  from  them. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Charlesbank. 
Mrb.  K.  G.  Wells,  Chairman. 

At  Charlesbank  Gymnasium  and  Playground  the  attendance  has  been 
somewhat  larger  than  in  the  previous  season,  notwithstanding  the  hindrances 
caused  by  the  building  of  the  bridge. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  morning  classes  of  women  has  been  tested  in 
novel  ways.  One  mother  has  brought  her  baby  and  deposited  it  on  the  mat 
while  she  herself  exercised  on  the  parallel  bars.  Several  determined  to 
grow  graceful  and  did,  —  while  three  or  four  have  succeeded  in  getting  rid 
of  rheumatism.  The  evening  classes  for  girls  have  averaged  fifty  plus,  and 
Dr.  Sargent's. testing  apparatus  has  been  beneficial  in  equalizing  their  strength. 
The  results  tabulated  on  a  chart,  which  hangs  on  the  wall  of  the  large  class 
room,  serve  alike  as  incentive  and  caution  in  endeavoring  to  obtain  an  all- 
round  development. 

Miss  Rosamond  Lang,  Miss  Marjorie  Phelps  and  Miss  Marion  Cutler 
have  been  the  volunteer  pianists  for  the  day  classes,  and  Miss  Crowley  has 
served  as  evening  pianist.  Miss  Harriet  S.  Cutler,  the  wise,  kind,  superin- 
tendent and  teacher,  has  been  ably  seconded  by  Miss  Horst.  The  children's 
winter  classes  and  the  long  outdoor  summer  work,  with  many  thousands  of 
big  and  little  ones,  always  presents  new  interesting  incidents  and  problems, 
which  latter  we  delight  in  solving. 

Mrs.  Wells,  for  the  Executive  Committee,  also  reported  that  considerable 
instruction  had  been  given  to  the  Militia  in  First  Aid  to  the  injured,  such 
teaching  usually  being  at  the  time  of  the  summer  encampments. 

A  request  from  the  American  National  Red  Cross  for  our  active  afiilia- 
tion  with  it  was  carefully  considered,  but  it  was  deemed  best  to  preserve  the 
identity  of  this  Association. 

In  closing,  Mrs.  Wells  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  PVancis  C.  Gray, 
who  for  many  years  was  a  most  faithful  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, always  present  at  its  meetings,  wise  in  his  decisions,  and  courteous  in 
all  his  dealings.

The  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  April  6, 
at  the  home  of  Mrs.  K.  G.  Wells,  45  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Boston, 
Dr.  James  J.  Minot  presiding.  The  records  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were 
read  and  approved,  and  the  officers  were  duly  elected.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  reports  of  the  various  committees,  which  are  herein  condensed.  Judge 
Emmons,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  spoke  at  length 
on  the  work  of  the  Commission  and  on  the  duties  of  the  policemen.  "  We 
treat  our  officers  well,"  he  said,  "  and  we  demand  in  return  that  they  shall 
do  their  full  duty.  We  always  expect  an  officer  to  tell  the  exact  truth 
when  he  goes  into  court.  We  are  trying  to  impress  on  the  men  that  we 
had  rather  that  they  would  lose  a  conviction  than  not  to  tell  the  truth. 
We  expect  that  they  will  all  be  honest  and  conscientious,  but  we  know  we 
have  men  who  are  not.  But  we  have  been  getting  after  them.  A  number 
of  those  who  drink  have  been  discharged."

The  course  as  given  this  year  is  fairly  satisfactory.  A  much  more  valu- 
able course,  however,  could  be  given  by  dividing  the  men  receiving  the  in- 
struction into  smaller  sections.  I>y  this  method  the  men  would  receive 
more  detailed  instruction  in  the  ajiplication  of  apparatus  which  is  of  so  much 
service  in  the  first  aid  to  the  injured.  Uiuler  the  ])resent  conditions,  how- 
ever, the  Committee  does  not  think  that  such  an  arrangement  is  possible. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Playgrounds  for  1903. 

Miss  Ellen  M.  Tower,  Chairman. 

The  demand  for  outdoor  recreation  increases  each  year,  especially  for 
that  offered  by  sand  gardens  and  playgrounds  for  children.  It  would  seem 
that  the  many  opportunities  furnished  by  the  many  organizations  interested 
in  this  work,  including  the  School  Committee,  might  satisfy  this  demand. 
Perhaps  it  is  satisfied,  and  all  the  children  who  desire  the  refining  and  re- 
straining influences  of  playgrounds  are  provided  for,  but  there  are  still  thou- 
sands of  children  —  and  parents,  too  —  who  loiter  contentedly  in  the  street 
and  gutters  who  should  be  won  to  better  things.  Therefore  your  Committee 
will  again  appeal  to  the  public  for  money,  and  upon  the  amount  received 
will  depend  the  character  and  scope  of  their  efforts  for  the  coming  summer. 

During  the  season  of  1903  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hygiene 
Association  maintained  sand  gardens  in  nine  schoolhouse  yards,  having  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  1,953  children.  Seventeen  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  dollars  were  expended  for  salaries,  toys,  and  materials.  Your  super- 
intendent went  faithfully  from  one  yard  to  another  overlooking,  cheering 
and  comforting  the  twenty-seven  matrons  who  held  sway  over  the  1,953 
children.  It  was  a  troubled  summer.  The  wet  weather,  which  ruined  crops 
and  spoiled  so  many  outdoor  festivities,  interfered  with  the  affau's  of  the  sand 
gardens,  and  the  children  lost  the  habit  of  regular  attendance  through  no 
fault  of  their  own. 

Then  there  were  many  repairs  on  buildings  and  pavements,  and  children 
and  workmen  cannot  comfortably  occupy  the  same  space.  At  George  Street 
school  this  difficult  matter  was  almost  accomplished,  for  a  trench  was  dug 
through  the  yard  and  left  open  for  weeks,  but  so  eager  were  the  boys  and 
girls  for  the  privileges  of  the  sand  garden  that  they  played  around  it  safely 
and  happily  without  accident. 

The  patience  of  the  matrons  was  often  sorely  tried,  as,  for  instance,  at 
Phillips  Street  School,  when  on  the  day  before  the  party  to  which  four  hun- 
dred tickets  had  been  given  out  the  yard  was  invaded  by  mechanics  and  a 
blazing  asphalt  furnace.  The  children  had  no  party.  But  all  these  annoy- 
ances will  prove  to  be  blessings  this  summer  if  your  Committee  is  granted 
the  use  of  the  yards. 

The  duties  of  the  matrons  are  somewhat  arduous,  but  carry  their  own 
reward,  for  —  given  pure  air  and  fairly  convenient  surroundings — the  per- 
sonality of  the  matron  is  the  important  factor  in  the  success  of  a  playground. 
The  old  games  and  simple  arts  of  sewing  and  knitting,  paper  folding  and 
card  work,  the  old  toys,  which  we  have  all  had,  and  which  these  children 
would  never  have  seen  or  enjoyed  but  for  the  sand  gardens,  were  the  source 
of  pleasure,  as  they  have  always  been.  After  sewing  cards,  express  wagons 
and  wheelbarrows  were  the  things  most  desired.  The  teacher  of  clay 
modeling  and  some  of  the  matrons  introduced  a  little  drawing  and  color 
work,  and  the  exhibitions  held  at  the  close  of  the  season  compared  favorably 
with  those  of  the  vacation  schools. 

The  new  feature  of  the  year  was  raffia  work.  Basket  making  was  too 
expensive  and  raffia  seemed  to  offer  many  of  the  charms  and  few  of  the  dis- 
advantages of  basketry.  It  is  better  adapted  to  clumsy  little  fingers,  and  the 
articles  made  are  small,  if  they  are  worthless,  and  the  materials  are  easily 
cared  for.     Hundreds  of  tiny  baskets  and  frames  and  other  foolish   things 
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were  woven  and  carried  home  by  the  children,  who  experienced  all  the  joy 
of  original  work. 

P"'rom  the  outset  the  matrons  have  been  required  to  keep  diaries  with  a 
view  to  gaining  from  them  information  and  suggestions  that  might  be  valu- 
able. This  year  they  chronicle  little  that  is  new,  but  mention  a  marked  im- 
provement in  several  ways,  notably  in  cleanliness.  After  the  ordeal  of  the 
opening  day  at  Phillips  Street,  the  first  entry  of  the  matron  was :  "  Truly 
the  work  is  great  —  also  the  need  of  soap  and  water."  One  visitor  impressed 
with  the  same  idea  offered  generous  prizes  to  be  given  to  the  cleanest  boys 
in  the  yard ;  the  contest  to  be  decided  by  a  system  of  marks.  The  competi- 
tion was  strong  and  the  prizes  we  trust  were  justly  awarded. 

After  years  of  acquaintance  with  people  whose  facilities  for  cleanliness 
are  limited  one  comes  to  adopt  their  standards,  or  rather  to  understand  their 
point  of  view.  A  glance  at  one's  own  hands  after  an  hour  in  a  playground 
makes  one  patient  with  blackened  fingers  where  "  the  black  won't  come  off, 
teacher." 

At  the  Adams  School  the  extreme  generosity  and  tenderness  of  the 
matrons  induced  a  like  spirit  in  the  children,  and  many  deeds  of  kindness 
were  wrought  by  the  children  under  their  influence.  In  one  case  the  older 
girls  felt  so  much  compassion  for  a  neglected  baby  that  was  brought  daily  to 
the  yard,  wearing  only  one  garment,  a  little  red  woolen  dress,  that  they  made 
for  it  an  entire  suit  of  clothes,  not  forgetting  a  jacket  and  bonnet.  The 
task  was  a  hard  one,  and  the  young  seamstresses  did  not  get  away  from  the 
yard  until  six  o'clock  on  the  day  it  was  finished. 

Parents  are  as  appreciative  and  grateful  as  they  have  always  been,  par- 
ticularly the  poor  women  who  go  out  to  work  in  the  morning  and  are  away 
all  day.  One  such  mother  sent  four  little  children  and  a  pug  dog  to  Sherwin 
School  every  day  last  summer. 

To  our  kind  friends  who  make  the  sand  gardens  possible,  the  Committee 
and  children  are  duly  grateful.  To  all  subscribers,  and  especially  to  those 
two  gracious  women  who  are  our  chief  reliance,  to  Messrs.  Waldo  for  their 
annual  gift  of  sand,  and  to  the  Flower  Missions  and  the  friends  who  have 
sent  flowers, —  which  give  more  pleasure  to  the  children  than  all  their  toys, — 
and  to  those  who  have  contributed  colored  papers  and  other  materials,  we 
extend  our  hearty  thanks.  The  problem  which  these  sand  gardens  have  to 
solve  in  connection  with  vacation  schools  and  other  playgrounds  is  how  to 
hold  the  astonishing  numbers  of  children  who  come  during  the  first  week  of 
a  session  and  then  disappear.  An  attendance  of  seven  hundred  fades  soon 
to  three  hundred  or  two  hundred  and  fifty.  The  disparity  between  the  reg- 
istration for  the  vacation  schools  and  the  actual  attendance  is  quite  as  large. 
Few  of  our  sand  gardens  can  accommodate  seven  hundred  children,  and  none 
of  them  are  provided  with  sufficient  matrons  or  toys,  but  provision  would  be 
made  if  needed.  Somehow  and  somewhere  this  shifting  horde  of  boys  and 
girls  should  be  cared  for  ;  they  are  now  a  menace  to  our  civilization.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Attendants.     1903-1904. 
James  J.  Minot,  M.  D.,  Chairman. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  year  ago  it  was  voted  that  the  actual 
teaching  of  the  attendants  should  be  handed  over  to  the  Vincent  Memorial 
Hospital,  your  Committee  to  retain  the  general  supervision  and  this  Associa- 
tion to  issue  the  diplomas,  as  before.  This  arrangement  seems  to  have 
worked  very  well  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  that  of  the  hospi- 
tal. The  pupils  are  received  into  the  hospital  in  small  groups,  the  course 
for  each  lasting  twelve  weeks,  as  before.  They  do  the  greater  part  of  the 
nursing  and  ward  work  at  the  hospital.  Their  time  at  the  hospital  is  spent 
as  follows : 

Four  weeks  in  the  general  wards. 

Two  weeks  in  the  diet  kitchen. 

Two  weeks  on  night  duty. 

Two  weeks  in  the  care  of  private  patients. 

Two  weeks  in  dispensary  work. 

Instruction  is  given  as  follows : 

Twelve  lectures  by  the  physicians  of  the  hospital. 
Twelve  lectures  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 
Eight  practical  demonstrations  in  cooking  from  the  housekeeper. 
Eight  practical  lessons  in  bandaging. 

Thirty-two  practical  lessons  in  the  things  a  nurse  has  to  do  with 
her  hands,  given  by  the  superintendent  and  head  nurses. 

At  the  end  of  the  course  they  must  pass  an  examination  similar  to  that 
formerly  held  by  your  Committee,  and  indeed  a  number  of  these  examina- 
tions have  been  held  by  the  same  persons  as  before.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  course  as  now  given  at  the  Vincent  Memorial  Hospital  is  as  good  as, 
if  not  better  than,  the  course  your  Committee  gave,  and  at  the  hospital  there 
is  always  an  abundance  of  good  cases  for  instruction,  while  before  the  supply 
was  uncertain,  difficult  to  obtain  and  often  unsatisfactory  for  proper 
instruction. 

During  the  year  twenty- seven  pupils  have  entered  the  school.  Of  these, 
six  are  still  in  the  school,  one  gave  up  the  course,  one  was  discharged, 
seventeen  have  graduated  and  been  given  diplomas,  after  taking  the  regular 
course,  and  two  were  private  pupils.  A  diploma  is  not  given  to  private 
pupils,  unless  they  have  done  all  the  work  required  in  the  regular  course ; 
one  private  pupil  was  given  a  full  diploma  this  year. 

The  registry  for  the  attendants  has  been  moved  to  the  Vincent  Memorial 
Hospital.  Thirty-eight  attendants  —  twent3^-seven  old  and  eleven  of  those 
graduating  this  year  —  have  registered.  Eighty-eight  cases  have  been  given 
them.  Of  the  reports,  returned  by  the  family  and  the  physician  after  the 
attendant  has  left  the  case,  three  have  been  unfavorable.  The  pay  received 
by  an  attendant  varies  with  her  experience  and  ability,  but  is  less  than  that 
of  a  trained  nurse.  One  of  the  attendants,  however,  was  considered  so  good 
that  she  was  offered  a  position  with  a  salary  of  11,200. 

It  has  been  decided  to  continue  the  same  arrangement  with  the  Vincent 
Memorial  Hospital  another  year. 
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The  Committee  on  Lectures  to  Mothers'  and  Girls"  Clubs. 
Laura  A.  C.  Hughes,  M.  D.,  Chairman. 

Its  work  was  successful  so  far  as  demand  for  lectures  was  concerned, 
but  the  Committee  was  not  able  to  answer  all  calls  made  on  them  for  the 
lectures  they  had  planned  to  give.  Two  talks  have  been  given  to  the 
Mothers'  Club  of  the  Moulton  Street  Primary  and  Kindergarten  Public 
School,  by  Deaconess  Betts  and  Dr.  Hughes;  three  to  the  Mother's  Club 
of  St.  Elizabeth  Guild,  by  Miss  Riddle  and  Dr.  Hughes.  The  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  found,  for  one  reason  or  other,  that  they  could  not 
serve  when  asked. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  there  was  more  demand  than  supply  for  these 
lectures  and  recommend  the  work  be  continued,  but  by  a  committee  who 
can  devote  more  time  to  it.  Wherever  the  lectures  have  been  given  there 
has  always  been  a  cry  for  more,  and  frequent  expression  that  much  good 
resulted  from  them. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Charlesbank. 

Mrfa.  K.  G.  Wells,  Chairman. 

At  Charlesbank  Gymnasium  and  IMayground  the  attendance  has  been 
somewhat  larger  than  in  the  previous  season,  notwithstanding  the  hindrances 
caused  by  the  building  of  the  bridge. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  morning  classes  of  women  has  been  tested  in 
novel  ways.  One  mother  has  brought  her  baby  and  deposited  it  on  the  mat 
while  she  herself  exercised  on  the  parallel  bars.  Several  determined  to 
grow  graceful  and  did,  —  while  three  or  four  have  succeeded  in  getting  rid 
of  rheumatism.  The  evening  classes  for  girls  have  averaged  fifty  plus,  and 
Dr.  Sargent's  testing  apparatus  has  been  beneficial  in  equalizing  their  strength. 
The  results  tabulated  on  a  chart,  which  hangs  on  the  wall  of  the  large  class 
room,  serve  alike  as  incentive  and  caution  in  endeavoring  to  obtain  an  all- 
round  development. 

Miss  Rosamond  Lang,  Miss  Marjorie  Phelps  and  Miss  Marion  Cutler 
have  been  the  volunteer  pianists  for  the  day  classes,  and  Miss  Crowley  has 
served  as  evening  pianist.  Miss  Harriet  S.  Cutler,  the  wise,  kind,  superin- 
tendent and  teacher,  has  been  ably  seconded  by  Miss  Horst.  The  children's 
winter  classes  and  the  long  outdoor  summer  work,  with  many  thousands  of 
big  and  little  ones,  always  presents  new  interesting  incidents  and  problems, 
which  latter  we  delight  in  solving. 

Mrs.  Wells,  for  the  Executive  Committee,  also  I'eported  that  considerable 
instruction  had  been  given  to  the  Militia  in  First  Aid  to  the  injured,  such 
teaching  usually  being  at  the  time  of  the  summer  encampments. 

A  request  from  the  American  National  Red  Cross  for  our  active  affilia- 
tion with  it  was  carefully  considered,  but  it  was  deemed  best  to  preserve  the 
identity  of  this  Association. 

In  closing,  Mrs.  Wells  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Francis  C.  Gray, 
who  for  many  years  was  a  most  faithful  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, always  present  at  its  meetings,  wise  in  his  decisions,  and  courteous  in 
all  his  dealinofs.
